But in few instances this 
year have they ventured outside their 
control room to chronicle the events that 
occur on this campus.

Cooking, Fish & Buckwheat 
Gettin’ it on

An anxious line of spaced-out 
high school students and a few 
college students filed through 
the doors of the Men’s Gym on 
Friday night to witness the 
performances of the Joy of 
Cooking, Barry Melton and the 
Fish and Buckwheat 

We walked into what looked 
like a high school dance, 
expecting to see all the boys on 
one side of the gym and all the 
girls on the other 
Canvas-covered floor, incredibly 
hard, no-back bleachers and a 
light show fading into the 
American flag and scoreboard on 
the wall behind the stage set the 
scene. Shadows of structural 
steel and guywires danced to the 
effects of the strobe light. 
there had been a filter on the 
strobe, it would have been more 
effective. But then a light show 
depends on a good backdrop, 
which was slightly lacking in the 
Men's Gym. 

Buckwheat was coming onstage 
as we weaved our way through 


to the front bleachers. They 
came off as well prepared 
polished professionals. Even 


though they did rock songs, the 
feelings below were part of the 
Bible belt. Going from one tune 
to the next with precision and 
clarity, it seemed as if every 
noise and comment between 
tunes was deliberate At first 
expecting something like 
hoedown music when the 
‘*fiddle’’ appeared, it was 
surprising to experience 
something that could have been 
taken from 2001 being used as a 
lead-in to “Eleanor Rigby.” 
Equipment problems prevented 
a perfect performance. Although 
they weren't completely pleased 
with their part of the 
production, Buckwheat was 
satisfied with their reception. 
But felt, as did many others, 
that they didn’t deserve third on 
the billing. 

Barry Melton and the Fish 
started out a little slow but soon 
picked up the performance to 
full luster. Melton’s unique 
jacket showed up fluorescent 
under the lights as he sang tunes 
from an album they are getting 


like he was acquainted with 
eating well-glistening slightly 
after a litthe work out. The bass 
player almost incognito--always 
in the background but with a 
strong sound. Their long drum 
solo, the only one of the night, 
was enhanced by the effect of 
the strobe making the drummer 
appear doubly fast. They really 
got it together with “Oo Oo Oo 
La La La, La La La Oo Oo Oo.” 
Then Barry Melton and the Fish 
brought the audience right up on 
stage with a tune called 
“Closer.” 

An old Andy Pandy cartoon 
served as a transition and crowd 
pacifier between sets as Joy of 
Cooking moved their equipment 
up to the front of the stage. 

As expected, the Joy of 
Cooking produced their usual 
clean, precise, neatly groomed 
sounds. Coming on stage, the 
performers went about getting in 
to their positions without so 
much as a glance at each 
other--separate entities with a 
single goal. The quality of the 
live presentations of their 
popular songs was comparable to 
that of the recorded versions 
Their biggest hit 
“Brownsville/Mockingbird” was 
laced with a jam in the middie to

Who lives 
without dignity and without 
purpose? Who isn’t wanted by 
society? 

If by now you haven't guessed 
then give up, because you don’t 


know much about “your 
modern prison facilities.” If you 
want to learn more about 


prisons read: Malcolm X, 1984, 
Bill Sands, Ken Kesey, Clinton 
Duffy, Robert Linder or Tom 
Murton on Tucker Farm. These 
are just a few who have insight 
into the system. 

Prisons are not new, 
Dostoevski said: ‘““The degree of 
civilization in society can be 
judged by entering its prisons.” 
How civilized are we? To do 
nothing is to perpetuate the 
system. Prison by any name is a 
sham, a shame, and a disgrace.

thinking exercise” that the 
government offer bonuses for 
the sterilization of people who 
don’t pay income tax. The 
amount of the bonus would 
depend, explains Shockley, on 
the number of hereditary 
disadvantages the person has. 
(Washington Post, September 8, 
1971) SOME COMMENTS ON 
SHOCKLEY’S THEORIES 
FROM PSYCHOLOGISTS, 
SOCIOLOGISTS, AND 
GENETICISTS 

Shockley’s main sources of 
information are from a massive 


federal Office of Fducation 
study comparing black and 
white scholastic achievement, 


and Armed Forces Qualification 
Test results. Psychologist George 
W. Mayeske reports that his 
analysis of the same Office of 











Education data on 123,000 
students showed that any 
differences between blacks and 
whites are due completely to 
social and economic factors, not 
genetics. Similarly, sociologist 
Dr. Jane Mercer explains that 
sociocultural, not racial 
differences cause different test 
scores “When you have 
accounted for sociocultural 
differences there is no significant 
residual variation that could be 
directly attributable to ethnic 
groups alone.” Mercer looked at 
intelligence test while Mayeske 
Studies achievement tests. They 
used different methods, and 
neither knew of the other’s 
studies 

But they both reached the 
same conclusions: race and 
ethnic background have nothing 
to do with intelligence or 
scholastic achievement. “‘The 





differences among racial-ethnic 
groups approached zero as more 
and more considerations related 
to differences in their social 
conditions are taken into 
account,” reported Mayeske 
““We intended to study the effect 
of race on tes. scores, and ended 
by studying the effect of racism 
on test scores.” At the recent 
meeting of the American 
Psy chological Association, 
psychologist Dr. Edward 
Scanion observed that 
Shockley’s theory is “a fascist 
idea like Nazi Germany. The 
problem in terms is the racism of 
Dr. Shockley...” (Washington 
Post, Sept. 8, 9, 1971; 
Sacramento Bee Nov. 19, 1971) 
Similarly, Seymour  Kessier, 
associate professor of behavior 
and psychiatric genetics at the 
Stanford Medical School 
observed that Shockley’s work

HEREDITY, HUNGER AND 
INTELLIGENCE 

According to studies by Dr 
H. Jack Geiger of the Tufts 
Medical School and project 
director of the Mound Bayou, 
Mississippi Health Center, 
hunger early in life dulls a child’s 
potential mental development. 
Geiger and his assoicates found 
that black children measured on 
the Gesell Developmental Scale 
an average of 117 at age of 13 
weeks or under, but by the time 
they were three years old they 
measured an average of 86. The 
average income of the area is 
$900 per family per year. Geiger 








suggests that the solution is to 
bring about basic political and 
economic changes in order to 
eliminate poverty, protein 
deficiency, and hunger 
Shockley’s solution is 
Sterilization. (Washington Post, 
Dec. 30, 1969)
